Believed to have been the victim 
of an over-dose of sleeping tablets, 
the body of Howard McKinney, 47, 
of Gettysburg, was found under a 
tree in a field west of Long Lane 
south of West Breckenridge street 
extended at 10:15 o'clock this morn­ 
ing. 
Near the body was found a bottle 
containing nineteen barbital tab­ 
lets. The bottle originally contained 
IOO of the tablets which contain the 
sleep-producing drug. 
Dr. C. G. Crist, Chambersburg 
street, acting coroner during the ab­ 
sence from Gettysburg of Dr. E. A. 
Miller, was notified anc* said the 
man probably had been dead since 
Thursday afternoon.

Miller, New Oxford, who accom­ 
panied Doctor Crist for his Investi­ 
gation, confirmed the diagnosis that 
death had been caused by the sleep­ 
ing tablets. 
Overdose of Pills 
McKinney, who was employed at 
the local furniture factory for sev­ 
eral years prior to May, 1930, took 
an over-dose of 
sleeping 
tablets 
about two months ago In Weikert s 
woods, near Little Round Top. He 
lay in the woods for several days 
before the effects of the drug wore 
off, and he was found. He was then 
taken to the Warner hospital for 
treatment.

Joseph Woodward, Jr., who resides 
in the McMillan house on West 
Confederate avenue, while she and 
three children were taking a short 
cut through the fields to visit rela­ 
tives on Breckenridge street. 
Called Aid 
She called Melvin McSherry, 13, 
of South Washington street, who 
was some distance away, and they 
supposed the man was dead, 
al­ 
though they did not go close to the 
body. 
They then hurried over to 
Breckenridge street, and told Louis 
Minnick, South Washington street, 
and after looking at the body he said 
the man was dead.

overish feeling of giddiness.” The 
son confessed to a similar sensa­ 
tion of "qualmishness," and both 
were forced to descend, their curi­ 
osity unsatisfied 
as to 
what the 
forestry scenery resembled. 
Observers often are called upon 
to 
assist people 
off the 
towers 
whom the height has made ill. They 
usually apologize 
by saying, “I’m 
such a coward, I Just can’t stand 
heights." As a matter of fact, per­ 
sonal courage has very little to do 
with it, 
according to George H. 
Wirt, chief forest fire warden, who 
has supervision of Pennsylvania’s 
far flung fire tower observation sys­ 
tem, though he admits practice in 
climbing and descending the tow­ 
ers completely removes, in time, the 
early sense of nervousness. 
People 
who 
climb 
observation 
towers to enjoy the scenic views 
and then find they cannot moipit 
the towers owing to giddiness, may 
learn just why looking down from 
a height causes vertigo. The con­ 
dition is not caused by fear of fall­ 
ing, for many courageous persons 
are affected. The trouble is ap­ 
parently due to the eye, which is 
not accustomed to heights, and con­ 
sequently attempts to focus simul­ 
taneously on two objects, the far­ 
away landscape and some portion 
of the towey structure. 
Strangely enough, the same peo­ 
ple who become giddy when stand­ 
ing on an 80-foot fire observation 
tower do not experience a feeling of 
dizziness when looking down from 
an airplane, even when flying at 
an elevation of 800 feet, or ten 
times as high. In the latter case 
the eyes see and focus on one ob­ 
ject only, the earth far below, and 
thus no mental disturbance or feel­ 
ing of nausea occurs.

from 40 to 126 years, most anything 
is liable to happen during the life 
of the stand to upset calculations.

investigations, such as 
this reforestation study, are essen­

avoid if planted trees are to grow 
thriftily and rapidly from seedling 
age to saw log size.”

IRONWOOD IS 
HARD ON SAW 


Timber From Polynesia Sinks 
Like Stone; Hardest 
Known. 


Washington (AP).—A specimen of 
hardest known wood in the world 
has been brought to the United 
States national museum from Niu- 
afou island in the Pacific ocean. 
It is a species of Polynesian iron­ 
wood and was discovered by Lieu­ 
tenant Henry C. Kellers, a member 
of the United States Naval Observa­ 
tory expedition that went to Niua- 
fou last year to observe the eclipse. 
The ironwood specimen Is so hard 
it spoiled the edge of a circular saw 
with which an attem pt was made to 
cut a cross section. After the saw 
had penetrated only about an inch 
it was necessary to refile the teeth 
to continue. 
Tile ironwood is hard because its 
sap veins are impregnated with 
crystals of calcium oxalate. It is as 
if the wood were permeated with tiny 
pebbles. 
Tile wood sinks in water like a 
rock. It is so heavy three men are 
needed to carry upstairs a log five 
feet long and from six to eight inches 
in diameter.

Fast Clip; See It Only 
Year Away.

New York (AP* — Television in 
the laboratory today has been put 
on a par with the home movie. 
Thus, real television is drawing 
near at a laster clip than one might 
expect. 
However, 
the 
time 
when 
this 
same qaulity can be obtained in 
the home on a radio picture re­ 
ceiver, which must be a unit sep­ 
arate 
from the sound 
set, still 
is problematical. Maybe it’s a year 
away. maybe not. 
Such is the information relayed 
to New York from the RCA-Victor 
research 
laboratories at 
Camden. 
New Jersey, 
where Dr. 
Vladimar 
Zworykin, wizard of television re­ 
production 
without 
mechanical 
scanning, is at work. 
Tests now under way are re­ 
ported to have given unusual .re­ 
sults. Transmission of a moving 
picture film has resulted in sur­ 
prising detail—far surpassing other 
types 
of 
experimental 
television 
that can be seen outside the labora­ 
tory. 
Pictures of boat races and the 
Uke have been handled with as 
much fidelity as they would be on 
the home movie projector. 
Living Subject* Show Well 
Living images are said to have 
come through as well if not better. 
For 
instance, 
lookers 
at

ceiver said they could see the pow­ 
der fly when a young woman fixed 
up her face before the television 
camera. 
Full length "shots” even 
picked out the eyelets on the shoes 
worn by the person being tele­ 
vised.

The picture has been shown in 
various colors, depending upon the 
gas in the tube. However, a light 


shade of green has been found to 
be pleasing to the eye.

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SALT DEPOSITS 
HOLD MYSTERY 
FOR OKLAHOMA 


Great Salt Plains Offer Both 
Farmer And Expert Mys­ 
terious Dilemma. 


Cherokee, 
Okla. 
(AP) — Okla­ 
homa's "great salt plains,” a snow­ 
white barren area of salt bordered 
by rich farming land, are offering a 
nuzzle both to scientists and to 
nose who seek to utilize the now 
idle lands. 
Covering an area of 50 square 
miles, they are a white elephant 
for Alfalfa county. No use has yet 
been found for the land which, were 
it as fertile as that which adjoins 
It, would yield $1,000 000 yearly In 
farm products. 
Were 
the 
deposits 
of greater 
thickness, it might prove profitable 
to gather the salt and market it 
commercially. But they amount to 
little more than a thin incrustation, 
nowhere more than a few inches 
deep. 
About IO years ago an attempt 
was made to convert the plains into 
an automobile race track and air­ 
plane landing field. But 
drivers 
were blinded by the glare and ran 
into numerous soggy spots, so the 
races were tried only once. Planes 
can land on other good fields in the 
heat lands, nearer to towns. 
Geologists, 
endeavoring to ex­ 
plain 
the 
presence of the salt 
wastes in the midst of a productive 
area, advance the theory that ages 
ago all northwestern Oklahoma was 
a vast inland sea. 
Slowly evaporation and erosion 
they believe, filled this sea. and the 
remaining lake was crowded into 
the space now contained by the 
plains. 
Many hunters are drawn to the 
region 
during 
the duck 
season. 
since the low-lying plains cause 
water to accumulate in ponds Prom 
only a short distance the plains 
have the appearance of a lake, and 
ducks sometimes come to their 
death by diving tm the white sur­ 
face they mistake for water.

Chicago (AP*—A new racing bi­ 
plane

packs a potential speed of 300 miles 
an hour soon will carry an ex-army 
daredevil from retirement to a thun­ 
dering return into the speed classic 
of American aviation. 
The plane itself, with 530 horse­ 
power. may be the most powerful 
craft In a field of ll ships th at will 
skirt dizzily around a 10-mile course 
September 7 in the 100-mile Thomp­ 
son trophy race at Cleveland. 
Major Doolittle 
Piloting the plane will be Major 
James H. Doolittle, the last Ameri­ 
can to win a Schneider cup race, 
who, until his retirement into busi­ 
ness 18 months ago. wras the color­ 
ful ace of army fliers. 
Victory 
for 
Doolittle 
in

Thompson race, climax of the na­ 
tional air races with its $15,000 in 
prize money, would make him the 
first pilot ever to win the leading 
speed events of both Europe and 
America. 
Fundamentally the plane Doo­ 
little will ny is a sister ship of the 
craft in which the late "Speed" Hol­ 
man won the Thompson race last 
year, but a more highly supercharg­ 
ed engine and added effects in 
streamlining have given its design 
a new distinction. 
Plane Heavier 
Whereas the plane piloted by Hol­ 
man. who attained an average speed 
of 2011 miles an hour last year to 
set a new’ closed course record for 
commercial ships had an engine su­ 
percharged to 480 horsepower, Doo­ 
little's ship will have 530 
Its gross weight will approximate 
a ton. slightly heavier than last 
year's winning model 
On a straightaway it is calculated 
to attain 300 miles an hour.

Its wing spans and over-all length
